It is charged that 
Crawford paid to Machen through the 
Lorenn's" about .hirty per ceni of the 
amount received from the government.

men Stone Cutters Union, who was ar- 
rested last npremhp.r charged with 
embezzling $12,000 from the organiza- 
tion and convicted last 
Monday of 


grand larceny, was today sentenced to 
five years and six months in state 
prison. 


The prisoners counsel asked for 


clemency for his client, but. Judge 
New-burger scored the prisoner severe- 
ly, saying that he- Uati ipont the funds 
of the union in riotous living, and 
that his total stealings amounted to 
$27.000. 


In the course of his remarks, he 


said.: 


"I have a letter from John Mitchell, 


in which he states that part of the 
money embezzled by Murphy, was 
paid In by working men who belong 
to the society to be contributed to the 
strike funds of the strikers in Penn- 
sylvania. 


"This defendant received a large 


sum of wouuy from, men who isrorkeJ 
by the sweat of th^fr brows to earn 
an honest living, —at they might put 


honest bread In the months of their 
children. 


Twenty seven thousand dollars is 


a large sum of money indeed, and evi- 
dence at the trial showed that it was 
spent in riotous living and for a trip 
to Europe. 


When the Judge had finished, Mur- 


phy was crying bitterly and appeared 
to be about to collapse. 


"My God," he shouted, "this 
is 


wrong. Every one of the officers of 


1 the union got a share of the money. 
There was not one that did not have a 
finger in the 'graft.' " 


Judge Newburger paid no attention 


ot the frar.tic man. Murphy wants to 
go to Sing Sing at once. Mr. Mcln- 
tyre, his attorney, would have asked 
for a certificate of reasonable doubt, 
so as to take the case to the court of 
appeals, had it not been that Murphy 
opposed such a Step. 


"I am tired of the tombs," 
the 


prisoner said. "The excitement 
and 


shame of the trial have made me sick 
and displseed. I want to get away 
from here. In prison, maybe I will 
hear no more of the things that are 
said against me. That will do me good. 
I need rest."

RAMPANT. 


Committee Appointed by the Diet to 


Investigate Bribery. 


Koeauth Charges the Governor With Being Re- 


sponsible for an Attempt to Influence 


Deputy Pappa,and Suspicions 


Count Herdervary. 


Budapest, July 31.—A warrant has 


been issued for the arrest of former 
Deputy Di6D.es. who was charged, in 
the Diet, Wednesday, with having at- 
tempted to bribe Deputy Zolman Pap- 
pa, with 18,000 kronen, to desert the 
Obstructionist party and leave Buda- 
pest. 


The lower house of the Diet today, 


appointed a committee of inquiry to 
investigate the bribery scandal and 
adjourned until the committee is 
ready to report. Prior to this, Franz 
Kossuth made a speech in which he 
declared that in view of the 
confes- 


sion of the governor of Fiume, that 
he alone was responsible for the at- 
tempt to bribe Deputy Pappa. and 


that as the governor was closely con- 
nected with the government, suspicion 
must also attach to the premier, (Jounl 
Hedervary. 
If the latter was unable 


to completely reassure public opinion 
he was, Kossuth added, unfit to con- 
tinue in office. 


Kossuth's remarks were vociferous- 


ly cheered by the members of the left 
party. 


Replying to Kossuth, Premier Hed- 


ervary promised to appear before tb~ 
committee of inquiry and said he con- 
sidered it would be a sin against the 
country as well as against himself, 
if he resigned as suggested by Kos- 
suth. The premier's statement was 
cheered by the right party.

Gomez took upon 
himself to republish the paper, and 
was promptly arrested 
upon

charge ofcontempt, for which he has 


just been sentenced. Gomez wa» ar- 
rested In May last, upon a charge of 
embezzlement of funds from the labor 
union, the government charging that 
the money stolen, was used to furn- 
ish arms and food to the insurgents ot 
Rizal province. The union, which has 
a membership of 15,000 has always 
been closely allied wtth the national 
party, and is strongly in sympathy 
with the insurgents-
